Few people will dispute that production ol 
wealth is the source of jobs. Bi 
a general feeling that the pi 
tlon of wealth l-s the source oi prosiiiiniy 
What constitutes proper dlstrlmition i.s oniy 
one ol many snags. 

The teachers, preachers, etc., that Mr. 
Crawford mentioned represent a pretty good 
cross-section of the people who will hav 
fiolvo the problem. "Theorists" lUte Bernard 
Baruch and John Hancock, "polltlclan.s" like 
the senate post-war committee, havo already 
made a' promising start. Biishioss and labor 
lenders have offered valuable suggestions. 
Naturally these suggestions are colored by 
projullce. But what opinion on a controversial 
dsublcct Isn't? 

If Mr. Crawford were to define the "whole 
truths" hc mentroned, he would probably find 
himself vulnerable to the same chargi 
those of different economic philosophy. 

But how Is "the American press to remedy 
Its "glaring deficiency?" By getting together 
nationally and choosing "one set of facts" 
for all readers? That would be not only virtu- 
ally Impossible, but inconsistent with freedom 
of the press. 

The function of the press In this situation 
will still be to report impartially, and to ob- 
serve, comment and suggest editorially. And, 
If this be "glaring deficiency." to plead guilty.
